The beaches of D-Day remembered 


Olaf Kolari and B-24 Liberator 'Swee' Pea II'.

The weather was bad, but on Improve- 


mcnt over the past few days. There were 
light rains from a darkly overcast sky. 


Olaf Kolari and nine other men of the 


309th Bomber Group of the 8th Air Force 
had been In their cramped confines for 
six hours. Just prior to dawn U.S. Air 
Corps Capt. Kolari took his B-24 Liber- 
ator on Its first bomb run along Omaha . 
Beach, Normandy. It was June 6, 1944 
and D-Day had begun. 


Kolari, 1020 N. Kaspar, Arlington 


Heights, was 25 years old and just one of 
the more than 2 million men who took 


part in the most massive invasion in his- 
tory. 


His twin-engine bomer, with its 8,000- 


pound bomb load and 10-mnn crow, was 
just a speck in the sky filled with about 
2,500 Allied aircraft. 


Millions of men, machines, materiel, 


all in motion to breech Hitler's Fortress 
Europa. 


KOLARI RECALLED that June morn- 


ing 29 years ago: "I knew It was coming. 
I had been up the day before and flew 
over Portsmouth and I saw the fleet as- 
sembled." 


With that flight over the 4,000 massed 


ships, Kolari's D-Day began. 


"We were called In for briefing the 


night before. It was about 9 or 10 at 
night. From there, we went to our planes 
about midnight. We took off before dawn, 
I guess that was about 3 a.m." 


British and American planes took off 


and circled to form small groups, which 
orbited till joining with more planes to 
form still larger groups. The orbiting and 
joining continued until there was a mass 
of planes 2,500 strong crossing the Eng- 
lish channel. 


"We were glad to be getting the thing 


started. We knew there was a job to be 


done and we started to begin. I'd say we 
were enthusiastic about getting under- 
way," Kolari said. 


HE REMEMBERS looking out of his 


craft, "Swee1 Pea II," and seeing "a 
bridge of ships stretching across the 
Channel from France to England. It was 
Incredible, Just a solid bridge of ships. 
That was the most outstanding thing I 
recall." 


At 5 a.m., GMT, the bombs stared fall- 


Ing along the narrow beaches. The task 
was difficult. 


"It was overcast, and we couldn't see

plant's move to Wheeling, They said the 
firm, which packages flammable sol- 
vents nnd oils, would be n .safety hazard 
to village residents. 


The residents, however, were rcas- 


Mired Monday night thnt most of their 
fear* of explosion and pollution were un- 
founded. Only one resident, who Ls chem- 
ically sensitive, continued to vigorously 
protest the plant's move to Wheeling dur- 
lr>« the meeting. 


Mrs. Jeanne Hernandez, n K. Jeffrey 


Ave., told the board that she .still feared 
the fumes from (he plant will make her 
"deathly III." She was supported In her 
position by n letter from her doctor, who 
said he will assist In n law suit if Mrs. 
Hernandez suffered nny HI effects from 
thu plant. 


DONALD McFF.n, an Industrial health 


and safety consultant, guaranteed that 
Mrs. Hernandez will suffer no ill effects 
from the plant. He said ordinary auto 
traffic causes more emissions than docs 
tho Sunnysldo plant. 


According to McFee, the vapors from 


Sunnyside are less than one part per mil- 
lion, an unnoticcablc amount compared 
with the particles existing In ordinary 
air. 


William Lucders, president of Sunny- 


side, said a charcoal filtering device will 
he installed if It becomes necessary. He 
noted, however, that his plant has oper- 
ated for years In a residential neighbor- 
hood on the north side of Chicago without 
a filtering device. He said he has never 
received n complaint about odors. 


"I hesitate to say yes until I know how 


much it costs," Lucders said. "But I 
can't imagine It costing so much that we 
couldn't do it. But I hate to do anything 
that isn't necessary." 


Residents and members of the village 


board questioned Lucders extensively 
about the possibility of any explosion. 
The firm's president said the entire 
packaging operation is done in full com- 
pliance with the strictest safety codes. 


LUEDERS SAID one example of the 


safety of his plant was its low Insurance 
rating. "Our rate Is rather comparable 
to n corner filling station If they don't 
have repair facilities," he said. "If they 


have repair facilities, their rate is high- 
er." 


The Sunnyside president said he 


thought the term "chemical plant" had 
probably been the cause o£ many of the 
residents' fears. "We arc not generally 
known as a chemical plant," he said. 
"These products are not reacted in any 
chemical way. One of the best examples 
would be the mixing of oil and gasoline 
for use in an outboard motor." 


Lucders said his firm merely mixes 


various liquids and then packages them 
for market. He said even if a mistake 
occurs in the mixing process, it will not 
cause nn explosion. 


When pressed further, Lueders said an 


explosion was possible if there were an 
ignition source and if the fumes had been 
allowed to accumulate. "I'm not n dairy, 
it's true," he said. 


Lueders said, however, his plant will 


be entirely "explosion proof" and will 
have adequate sprinkler systems. Wheel- 
ing Fire Chief Bcrnlc Koeppen said these 
fire safety precautions were adequate. 


ESTHER DAVIS, 15 E. Jeffrey Ave., 


one of the strongest critics, visited the 
plant last week, and said Sunnyside was 
not what she had expected it to be. "We 
came away with a little different idea 
than we went with," she said. 


Mrs. Davis said most of her fears 


about the plant had been calmed. She

cessful people," Stavrakas said. 


To ensure that he gets honest, spon- 


taneous answers from each applicant, 
Stavrakas keeps the 60 questions he uses 
in the taped interviews confidential. 


The questions, he said, include class- 


room situations and queries to measure 
the applicant's background in education 
and to determine his goals. They are 
based on 12 themes that include, among 
others, empathy, individual perception, 
listening, innovation and objectivity. 


Stavrakas and Dist. 21 Assistant Supt. 


John Barger attended a week-long work- 
shop at the University of Nebraska last 
November to learn how to Interpret the 
applicant's answers. 


"MY ONLY ROLE in this is as n 


trained listener," Stavrakas said. ,"I 
don't want psychologists calling me say- 
ing that we're analyzing people because 
we're not." 


A lot of time is involved in analyzing 


the interviews, Stavrakas said. He tries 
to see about five persons per day, which 
often means he has to work weekends to 
put together profiles on applicants. 


The profile of each person, along with 


the tape of his interview, goes to the 
principal of the school where the appli- 
cant hopes to teach. By reading tho re- 
port and listening to the tape, Stavrakas 
said, the principal can get a good idea of 
whether or not the applicant would fit In 
with the rest of his staff. The principal 
makes the final decision to hire or not 
hire the applicant. 


Stavrakas feels the "Teacher Per- 


ceiver" is the most efficient method of 
choosing the best instructors from the 
tremendous number of persons seeking 
jobs in Dist. 21. Since mid-December, he 
said he has used the technique to inter- 
view over 200 applicants Interested in 
one of the 15 teaching positions that are 
available In the district. 


Each person who contacts Stavrakas is 


mailed a screening letter that contains 
five questions similar to those used in 
the interview. If the candidate responds 
favorably to the letter, he Is invited for 
an Interview. 


"This Is really the first time we can 


objectively select people by using the 
same questions for everyone, but still 
look for certain qualities and be sensitive 
to feelings," Stavrakas said of the pro-

Homeowners, developer 
to mull building problems 


Residents of Redwood and Willow 


trails in Wheeling will meet with local 
builder Richard Calfa to discuss prob- 
lems caused by his new office building at 
1111 W. Dundee Rd. 


Trustee John Koeppen proposed the 


meeting after residents presented the vil- 
lage board with two petitions Monday 
night. One petition opposed the present 
driveway set-up at the office building, 
while the other objected to drainage 
from the building's parking lot. 


Sheldon Moss, 38 Willow Tr., presented 


the petitions to the board asking that the 
village take action to correct the traffic 
and drainage problems. 


HE TOLD the trustees that Calfa is 


now allowing traffic to exit from his of- 
flco building onto Redwood Trail, con- 
trary to plans presented to the village 
when the project was approved. Moss 
said the original plans called for a horse- 
shoe drive that would enter and exit onto 
Dundee Road. 


The 91 residents who signed the peti- 


tions said the traffic exiting onto Red- 
wood Trail was excessive. "We deplore 
the fact that the quiet streets we have 


enjoyed, and which add greatly to our 
property value, will become avenues of 
convenience for a select commercial en- 
terprise," the petition stated. 


The second petition, also signed by 91 


residents, charged the storm water from 
the building's parking lot was draining 
directly onto the property at 9 Redwood 
Tr. The residents noted that the parking 
lot is about 18-20 inches higher than the 
residential property behind it. 


Since this parking lot is unpavcd, the 


residents said the amount of water drain- 
ing from the lot will likely increase once 
paving began. 


THE RECENTLY completed building 


houses six business and professional of- 
fices. Residents noted that Calfa original- 
ly said the building would have only four 
offices and would operate only five days 
a week. They said cars exit from the 
building's parking lot seven days a week. 


The residents asked the board to en- 


force changes In the drainage pattern at 
the building before the parking lot is 
paved. They also asked the village deny 
any driveway permit with an exit onto 
Redwood Trail.

Bill McCabc, executive director of

had turned down an offer by federal 
mediators to step into the dispute. Al- 
though no official talks were slated yes- 
terday, McCabc offered no comment on 
Informal sessions. 


The strike "hurts everybody, and we 


don't want It to continue any longer than 
necessary," said McCabc. 


ISSUES IN TIIK laborer dispute in- 


clude wages and work rules. The labor- 
ers now earn $150 to $0.95 an hour. They 
seek a B5 cents an hour increase In a 
one-year contract. MARBA said It had 
offered a two-year contract with wage 
hikes of between BO and 85 cents an hour. 


John Coulter, manpower director for 


the Chicago Association of Commerce 
and Industry, said the strike and lockout 
will have no lasting impact on the Chi- 
cago area economy if it continues for 
less than a week. Beyond that point, It 
could hurt the area payroll and other In- 
dicators. 


"Happily, construction is not like other 


Industries that affect the main flow of 
Industry." he said, "although n very long 
strike could have some Impact." Truck 
drivers layoffs and some cutbacks In the 
structural steel and other supplier In- 
dustries can be expected if the strike is 
extended, Coulter said. He noted that 
workers involved in a lengthy strike of- 
ten obtain other employment.

.-Ions that would require close Industry 
supervision by the Federal Trade Com- 
mission and the Justice Department to 
prevent antitrust violations in carrying 
cut the mandatory regulations.

That battle was "total war." 
"Of course, the town was removed in 


the operation," said Kolari, of the liber- 
ation of Saint Lo. 


A pocket of German resistance was 


c e n t e r e d around Argenton. Fatten 
smashed it in mid-August. 


The German army lost 12 to 14 divi- 


sions to the British-Canadian force in the 
battle for Falaisc. 


About the same time, the Allies in- 


vaded France near the mouth of the 
Rhone.

France was free again, but the Bulge

It all started for Olaf Kolarl in a brief- 


Ing room on June 5. June 6, he was one 
of 10 men with 8,000 pounds of high ex- 
plosives on a blind run over Omaha 
Beach. Hitler's horror show had 11 more 
months to run.

nontenurcd teachers that she would not 
ho employed next year.

ty Circuit Court. Mrs. Lavln n.iks that 
she cither be reinstated by the school

In March. In April, Mrs. Lavln sent a 
letter to the board asking that the dis- 
missal be rescinded and that her resigna- 
tion be accepted. The board refused to 
accept tho resignation. 


"I think the fact that the board did not 


accept her resignation forced the situ- 
ation. They put her In a bad situation," 
Chicrico said. 


In the March letter no'ifylng Mrs. La- 


vln of the dismissal, district officials said 
it was because she did not exercise ma- 
ture professional judgment, did not fol- 
low district policy, did not give her stu- 
dents "proper opportunity for education- 
al development" and allowed "students 
to come and go from class during tho 
Instruction period as they picas'*." 


IN THE LAWSUIT. Mrs. Lavin says 


the charges against her arc "irrational 
and without basis In fact" and that the 
district unconstitutionally deprived her of 
due process of law by not granting a 
hearing on the charges. 


Al Krankc, Dlst. 214 attorney, said Illi- 


nois law says the school district dues not 
hnvc to give nontcnurcd teachers a hear- 
ing before they arc dismissed. The suit, 
he says, "Is basically part of the idea 
that you can't get rid of a school teacher 
no matter how bad she Is." 


Frankc said past court cases In Illinois 


have upheld the law allowing school dis- 
tricts to dismiss nontcnurcd teachers 
without a hearing. 


Generally a teacher is granted tenure 


or dismissed after serving two years as a 
probationary teacher. The school district 
also may place a teacher on third year 
probation before granting or refusing 
tenure. 


This year, Dist. 214 placed one teacher 


on third year probation, granted tenure 
to 113 teachers and dismissed 27, in- 
cluding Mrs. Lavln.

May combine problem-pupil plans 


Three special programs for problem 


students in High School Dist. 214 will be 
combined next year If the district can 
find a location for tho combined pro- 
gram. 


The Dist. 214 board Monday authorized 


the district's administration to plan for 
combining the Wheeling Action Program, 
Educational Maturation Program and 
Self-Contained Classroom programs. In 
addition, the district will look for a build- 
ing that will house the combined pro- 
gram. 


The BMP and SCO programs, both of 


which started at Prospect High School, 


were combined last year and are now 
housed at a church in Elk Grove Village. 
The Wheeling Action Program has been 
at the Nike site in Arlington Heights 
since 1971. 


Asst. Supt. Rod McLennan said he be- 


lieves combining the programs will im- 
prove the services given students. The 
students in the program are "more alike 
than they are different," McLennan said. 


There are now 54 students in the com- 


bined EMP-SCC program and 37 in the 
Wheeling Action Program, according to 
David Whitcside, the district's special 
education coordinator, said. 


THE 
STUDENTS. 
Whiteside 
said, 


"have one basic problem — they are not 
going to function in the ordinary high 
school setting very successfully, if at all. 
The schools send the students to the pro- 
gram when they have tried everything 
else." 


One of the goals of the program, 


Whitcside said, is to return the students 
to regular school once their problems 
have been dealt with. Of the students in 
the EMP-SCC program, 27 will continue 
in the program next year. Twenty-three 
students will return to the Wheeling Ac- 
tion Program next year, he said. 


School budget triggers few changes 


Only minimal changes arc planned In 


Prospect Heights Dist. 23 schools next 
year under the 1973-74 proposed $2.2 mil- 
lion budget. District officials arc hoping 
to keep the budget within limits that 
would assure no tax increase for resi- 
dents next year. 


Although there arc no exact figures

Most of the tax money goes into the 


educational fund, which covers the cost 
of Instruction, health, attendance and ad- 
ministration.

Before being named an administrative 
assistant this year, he served as princi- 
pal of Rilcy School In Arlington Heights 
for IVi years.

25 
in Arlington Heights, where he was in 
charge of special education. 


Based on his experience, Stavrakas 


feels there arc several advantages of us- 
ing the "Teacher Percciver" Instead of 
interviewing in the usual way. For one 
thing, he said, he feels he gets to know 
each job candidate better. 


"IT'S 
A MORE PERSONAL way of in- 


tervicwlng," he said. "I really get to 
know the person because I don't have to 
sit here thinking about the next question 
I'm going to ask. I can listen more close- 


ly to what the applicant is saying." 


Another advantage is that Selective 


Research Inc., which developed the 
"Teacher Perceivcr," will evaluate the 
performance of Instructors hired with the 
method over the next three years, he 
said. The evaluation also will give ad- 
ministrators information on what type of 
additional training teachers in the dis- 
trict might need to enable them to set up 
\vorkshops if they're needed. 


Because he feels the "Teacher Per- 


cciver" is the best way of interviewing 
job applicants, Stavrakas said the meth- 
od makes his job a satisfying one. 


"If I have a mission (in education), it's 


that we treat every youngster as a sig- 
nificant human being, giving him the 
best we've got so that he can cope with 
things and be successful in life," he said. 
"One way of doing that is to select the 
very best kind of person for every child. 
The most significant person able to help 
a child is a good classroom teacher." 


other custodial employes and all costs of 
utilities. 


The educational fund, which is 72 per 


cent of the total budget, also receives 
revenue from the state, based on pupil 
attendance.

Building and 
property rentals and insurance pre- 
miums on school buildings arc also 
charged to the building fund. 


The tentative budget contains $84,555 in 


the transportation fund. Hendren said the 
current bus fee of $44 per person is ex- 
pected to remain the same. 


The remaining funds — including bond 


and interest, Illinois Municipal Retire- 
ment Fund and capital improvements — 
total $335,210.

cafeteria and talk; now, they can draw 
up their own .schedules and choose their 
own teachers at Schaumhurg and a few 
other schools. 


Kvery so often you hear someone, 


.sometimes a school board member or a 
teacher or parent, lament the "per- 


missiveness" of tho schools. Kids aren't 
required to stay In class, they cry. They 
arc given time to "mess around" and not 
forced to study. 


By and large that's true, although the 


schools still make an effort to provide 
guidance and most don't really have stu- 
dents running wild. 


ONE OF THE THINGS that many of 


those who lament the state of our high 
.schools forget Is that, at some point, the 
students arc going to have to be respon- 
sible for themselves nnd their own deci- 
sions and it helps to get started on that. 


Remember the first few years away 


from home, particularly the near-no- 
torious first year of college. That's when 
most kids discovered the difficulties of 
freedom in the past. 


Now the schools arc, hopefully, pre- 


paring students so the first moment of 
complete freedom won't bo such a shock. 
Self-scheduling is one way to do that. So 
arc some of the other changes In the 
schools In recent years. 


And, as Schaumburg's experience 


shows, tho students arc learning Impor- 
tant lessons In the process of self-sched- 
uling, lessons that may be more impor- 
tant than anything they study in the 
classes they sign up for. 
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storming In the senator's future plans. 


Nobody at the luncheon asked Flaherty 


point-blank if the senator had decided to 
make the presidential run, but the con- 
versation was heavily weighted toward 
that possibility. 


Flaherty, for Instance, pointed to the 


April 29 Gallup Poll that showed Percy 
fifth among possible Republican candi- 
dates.

That figure Is not bad, Flaherty said, 
because "We're only at the clubhouse 
turn." 


THE DISCUSSION with Flaherty, like 


most political discussions these days, 
was dominated by Watergate, and an in- 
dicator of the mood in Washington was 
that Flaherty and other Percy staff mem- 
bers talked of the 1976 presidential pic- 
ture quite naturally under the hypo- 
thesis, "if Nixon survives." 


"If Nixon survives," that is, If he is not 


forced out of office over Watergate, then 
it's anybody's ballgnme. 


But Flaherty said with some emphasis 


that If Vice President Splro Agnew 
should ascend to the Presidency, it will 
be incumbent upon Republicans — and 
indeed Democrats — of every stripe to 
rally around him. That support, he esti- 
mated, would necessarily carry over to 
the Republican nominating convention of 
1976, and Agnew, barring some disaster 
In his stewardship, would be a shoo-In for 
the nomination. "Percy would be the 
first to support him (in those circum- 
stances)," Flaherty asserted. 


FLAHERTY IS A Chicago native and 


Northwestern University graduate who 
began his journalistic career as a 
sportswrlter for the Chicago Dally News, 
later worked as a reporter for WBBM 
before moving in 1957 to Life, where he 
became head of the investigateive team. 


When Life announced its plans to fold, 


he was given a "lucrative" job as an 
editor in the book division of Time Inc. 
After two months In that capacity, he de- 
cided "that wasn't the way I wanted to 
spend my life." 


Then he come across a senator, reelec- 


ted only last November for a full six 
years In office, looking for a press secre- 
tary with some national experience.

Continuing adventures of new boy in town 


The Illinois General Assembly 


has extruded its pound of 
flesh 


from Gov. Daniel Walker and It is 
time for the legislators to lay off 
and begin according him the tradi- 
tional prerogatives of the gover- 
nor. 


There has been little attempt to 


mask the fact that rejection by the 
Senate of some of Gov. Walker's 
key appointments has been due to 
intra-party and inter-party ani- 
mosities which hud no relation to 
the merits of the appointments. 


The most thinly disguised action 


was the rejection of Mrs. Mary Lee 
Leahy as director of the Environ- 
mental Protection Agency. In that 
case, 
neither 
Republicans 
nor 


Democrats made any effort to dis- 
guise the fact that they were slap-

ping the governor's wrist for his 
veto of the deal they had agreed to 
on bailing the Chicago Transit Au- 
thority out of financial trouble. 


In other cases, members of both 


parties were able to put forth some 
defense of their actions. 


David Fogel. they said, was unac- 


ceptable as director of the Depart- 
ment of Corrections because of his 
"radical" views on the treatment 


of prisoners. An ex-convict was re- 
jected as a member of the Pardon 
and Parole Board, not because lie 
was an ex-convict, opponents said, 
but because of questions surround- 
ing his recent reelection as presi- 
dent of his labor union. 


We do not question the authority 


of the Senate to examine the quali- 
fications of the governor's nomi- 
nees. Nor would we want senators 
to abdicate their responsibility of 
rejecting those nominees if in fact 
they determine that they arc un- 
qualified. 


But the difficulty Gov. Walker 


bus experienced in winning ap- 
proval of his cabinet is unprece- 
dented in our memory, and we be- 
lieve the evidence is weighted 
heavily toward the view that the 
j u d g m e n t against Walker ap- 
pointees has been prejudicial. 


It would of course help if Gov. 


Walker would take steps also to 
make peace with the legislature 
and to present to it concrete and 
realistic programs for legislation 
for the benefit of the people. 


Nonetheless, tradition dictates 


that the governor is entitled to sur- 
round himself with those whom he 
believes can best serve his admin- 
istration and the people, unless it is 
clearly 
demonstrated 
that 
his 


choices are unwise. 


Like him or 
not, legislators 


should recognize that the voters of 
Illinois chose Daniel Walker as the 
governor and thus put their trust in 
him to construct an effective gov- 
ernmental team. 


It is time to stop the hazing of 


the "new boy" and let him get 
down to the business for which lie 
was elected.

Profit motive hit 


Whether he is representative of a 


new breed of corporation president 
or is a lone "maverick," business- 
man Jay Monroe delivered some 
interesting comments recently to 
the New Enterprise Club of the 
Harvard Business School. 


"We have to break with the max- 


imizing - of - efficiency tradtition." 
said Monroe, president of the Ten- 
sor Corp. "The concept that all is 
fair In the pursuit of increased 
earnings per share Is dangerous 
and simplistic ... The uliolc uorld 
could explode." 


He clamped doun particularly 


harJ on "MBA-type" {master of 
business administration) thinking 
which, he alleges, equates success 
with profits. 


To Monroe, "success is mea- 


sured by a company being in a suf- 
ficiently good position to be able to 
innovate." But formalized business 
tradition, he claims, discourages 
Innovation. 


"I am not putting down profit 


per sc," sold Monroe. "But there 


are other things to be derived from 
a company apart from building 
profits for stockholders." 


As far as stockholders are con- 


cerned, "I don't feel any obligation 
towards them, apart from com- 
plying with Securities Exchange 
Commission regulations as they re- 
late to sales of an initial issue . . . 
If they still choose to invest, then 
that's their business. 


"I don't think one oues even that 


much, however, to the subsequent 
investors because they didn't in- 
vest in the company, they simply 
bought the stock from somebody 
else. If they're not satisfied with 
their investment, they can sell it. 
They're just in it for the ride." 


If It was going to cost, say, 30 


cents a share to invest in anti-pol- 
lution 
equipment 
for example, 


Monroe would advise his stock- 
holders of this, but would also tell 
them that "they owe it to society to 
improve the environment." 


This kind of corporate thinking is 


refreshing, and maybe a little cou- 
rageous. 


Harper, Dist. 207 scrutinized 


A recent issue of controversy In school 


and college board elections has been 
whether n teacher or student should be 
allotted to serve on a school or college 
hoard. 


Mike Bartos, a professor at Harper, 


has served an Maine Twp. High School 
board. Bartos resigned recently, and to- 
day he offers his perspective both on the 
Maine board and conditions at Harper 
College In Palatine. 


Harper College officials have been In- 


vited by the Herald to respond to Barlos' 
column.

Aflor slightly more than three years as 


a member of the Dist. 207 (Maine) board 
of education, I resigned because I am 
moving from the district. Were I not 
moving, I would, in all likelihood, resign 
before the end of my second three-year 
term. 


The reason is simple: I am a teacher 


and have been for the past 17 years. It Is 
not easy to be a board member and a 
teacher at the same time. 


Although I have been teaching In Har- 


per College for six years (my previous 
experience was In high school) and have 
been serving on a high school board, the 
conflicts were always present. A teacher 
Is not a second-class citizen and he has a 
right to serve on a school board (except 
the one that employs him). The teacher 
who chooses to sit on a school board will 
face conflicts and dilemmas because of 
his profession. This can be lessened 
somewhat by avoiding service of a board 
that governs the same type of institutions 
In which he serves. 


Board work is interesting, educational 


nnd rewarding. Teachers have much to 
offer boards in the way of educational 
expertise and the time they can devote to 
board matters. They must be able to sep- 
arate their professional roles for their 
roles as a lay citizen board member. It Is 
here that most conflict (and suspicions of 
them) will arise. 


The strongest criticisms I can make of 


boards is that they arc too prone to listen 
to the voice of administration only. 
Board members arc elected by the cit- 
izens of a community and not by admin- 
istrators, Board members owe loyalty 
and support to their administrators, but 
they are also accountable to the voting 
citizens. 


It is extremely difficult for teachers to 


communicate with the board. Teachers, 
citizens, students arc all told to go 
through "proper channels." This means 
that uhnt they have to say will be fil- 
tered (or laundered) by administrators. 
What the board hears is not always what 
the teachers, students or citizens have 
said. 


(In salary negotiations teachers do In- 


deed talk directly to the board members. 
However, much of this is diluted in- 
directly, or unintentionally, by board at- 
titudes or prejudices which has been nur- 
tured 
by 
administration encounters. 


Thus, the board's preconceptions out- 
weight what the teachers are saying.) 


While board members have an obliga- 


tion to support their administrators, they 
have a stronger obligation to the stu- 
dents, the school district and the dis- 
trict's citizens. Board members should 
also listen to students, citizens and teach-

crs and to weigh carefully their ideas, 
opinions and criticisms. Board members 
should ask hard questions of adminis- 
trators and demand forthright, truthful 
answers even if it takes years to get the 
answers. In my service on the Maine 
board I did just that and I believe the 
Maine administration, while sometimes 
slow, did answer the questions. 


Were I on the Harper College board, I 


would ask the administration the follow- 
ing questions, among others: Of some 
550 Harper employes, why are there only 
153 full-time teachers? Why are there 45 
administrators and some 100 building 
and grounds employes? What do the 
other 298 people do at Harper? What

Is the annual cost of the management 
training program at Harper? Do the ad- 
vantages of Harper reaps from this pro- 
gram justify the cost? 


Boards and administrators give a 


great deal of attention today to eval- 
uations of teachers and "accountability." 
Boards and administrators, too, should 
be held accountable for their use of pub- 
lic funds. Is it really a good use of public 
money to spend $5,000 on the President's 
annual report, or to spend $10,000 to in- 
stall an irrigation system on the Harper 
campus? Usually it Is the teachers who 
are the whipping boys of education be- 
cause they are "always demanding more 
money." Does Harper College really 
need a second campus? How can the col- 
lege on one hand report financial prob- 
lems, and at the same time attempt to 
buy land for a second campus? 


The most difficult part of board service 


for a teacher Is attempting to be con- 
sistent. Recently, I joined two of my col- 
leagues on the Maine board in writing a 
lengthy letter to the Maine Twp. High 
School teacher's union.

them or act in matters concerning them 
(suspensions, dismissals, etc. of teachers 
or students) that might come before us. 


I have consistently opposed teacher 


evaluation by students on the same 
basis, if that evaluation will be used for 
retention of teachers or for any mone- 
tary reward. How can a teacher repri- 
mand a student, demand work of a stu- 
dent, give a student a poor grade. If bis 
job depends on the student's evaluation 
of him? How can a teacher be honest, 
open and strong in dealing with students, 
boards, administrators if thoy know such 
honesty will cost them their jobs? 


Teaching is different from other occu- 


pations in that the teacher must teach 
using the means and methods most suit- 
able to him. He must not be primarily 
concerned about winning favor with his 
bosses or his students or his peers. The 
teacher who is more concerned with 
keeping his job rather than with doirg 
his job may win popularity contests and 
monetary rewards (merit pay), but will 
he be a good teacher? 


The amount of time, energy and money 


spent at Harper College in evaluations of 
teachers is probably not worth the effort. 
It is doubtful that teaching has been (or 
will be) improved by all this busy work. 
It is also questionable whether the board 
can legally pay bonuses to teachers on 
the basis of their evaluations. 


Board members who arc not profes- 


sional educators do not explore the im- 
plications of this matter deeply enough 
They believe that what can be done in 
business can be done in education. Fur- 
thermore, they tend to accept the recom- 
mendations of their administrators In 
such matters and to ignore the teachers 
At Harper College, the teachers recently 
exercised an option granted them by the 
board to eliminate monetary consid- 
erations as a reward for high eval- 
uations. The board went against Its own 
moral (if not legal) obligation to honor its 
agreement with the teachers. The board 
chose to act on the recommendation of 
the administrators to retain monetary 
awards. Apparently, (hoy could not be- 
lieve that anyone, especially teachers, 
would refuse money. 


Harper College had a teacher on its 


board until recently, but he chose not to 
run for reelection. I can only surmise 
that any teacher on any board is faced 
with the same conflicts that I found. It is 
virtually impossible for board members 
to hear any voice but the voice of the 
administration.

Down on Wall Street they are saying, 


with sad shaking of the head, that Jim 
Bcnham must have gone bananas, blown 
his wig. 


Benham, formerly a leading producer 


for ,1 giant brokerage firm, left the can- 
yons of Manhattan a couple of years ago 
to start a no-load bond fund out on the 
West Coast. That in itself Is an Indication 
that a person's not thinking right. A no- 
load fund. No sales commissions for bro- 
kers, that means. It's positively anti-so- 
cial ... or at least anti-broker. 


Then, just recently, word filtered back 


that Bcnham had done something demon- 
starting beyond any doubt that ho Is a 
dangerous lunatic, and ought to be lock- 
ed up for the protection of the public — 
or anyway for the protection of the 
people who run mutual funds. 


Benham had announced — put it in 


writing, in fact — that he was going to 
start giving money away. Actually, It Is 
a little more complicated than that, as 
things ususally arc In the world of high 
finance. 


UNDER THE rules of the game, as 


mutual funds are operated, Benham Is 
entitled to pocket a certain portion of the 
money paid in by shareholders. He hnd 
announced that, past a certain point, the 
money would not be pocketed, but turned 
back to the shareholders. That's giving 
money away, ergo, it's time to call for 
the man In the white coat. 


To appreciate the extent of Bcnham's 


heresy, you need some understanding of 
the way a mutual fund Is organized and 
operated. First, there is, as one legal en- 
tity, the fund itself. Separate from that, 
as another legal entity, there Is the man- 
agement company. 


It's as if you had, In one room, a mil- 


lion dollars or so In cash and securities, 
all neatly stacked up. That's the fund. In 
the next room are some men who de- 
cided what to do with these securities. 
They arc the management company, and 


this Is the room in which you can get 
rich by running a mutual fund. 


THE 
MANAGEMENT company 
Is 


hired by the fund, and typically the 
people who organize a fund will also or- 
ganize and own the management com- 
pany. In effect, they hire themselves. 


For managing the fund they receive a 


fee, generally one-half per cent of the 
fund's assets, sometimes higher. Out of 
this comes the costs of management: sal- 
aries, overhead and operating expenses. 
Whatever Is left is profit for the manage- 
ment company. 


When the fund Is small, profits are 


generally modest. As the fund grows, 
however, profits can accelerate rapidly. 
Managing a $100 million fund, for ex- 
ample, does not cost 10 times as much as 
managing a $10 million fund. The man- 
agement fee, though, is 10 times larger. 


Among the largest funds, management 


fees run to $10 and $12 million a year. 
Just recently It was reported that 11 men 
in one management company received 
compensation of more than $100,000; 
the man at the top made $500,000. 


The heresy pronounced by James M. 


Bcnham Is that after you reach a certain 
point, you can't justify creaming that 
kind of money off the fund for the benefit 
of the management company. 


Bcnham has the nutty Idea that it be- 


longs to the people who have invested In 
the fund, and the Capital Preservation 
Fund he heads in Polo Alto, Calif., 
recently adopted a policy of limiting the 
management company's net profit to 
$50,000.

"I don't think funds 
can survivie by squeezing every dime 
possible out of their Investors. You have 
to give them as much as you can, if you 


want people to become shareholders and 
remain shareholders."

A sampling of Northwest suburban au- 


tomobile dealers shows the dealers feel 
more people are purchasing smaller 
cars with a major concern over the fuel 
crisis, but that the customers are not 
willing to give up gas consuming luxury 
devices. 


"People are positively buying smaller 


cars for extra gasoline mileage," said 
Phillip F. Keeno, salesman at North 
Shore American Motors in Wheeling. 


"Our sales on junior cars like the 


Gremlin and tho Hornet have gone up 
about 120 per cent this year over last," 
he said. 
< 


Scatty Robinson, general manager of 


Poolc Ford in Arlington Heights, fore- 
sees most people turning to smaller cars 
and a fading emphasis on the large luxu- 
ry automobile. 


"OUU PINTOS, Mavericks and Mus- 


tangs arc selling far better right now 
than our full-size cars. It's because 
people are sacrificing the big luxury 
car for the economical, smaller car that 
offers them better gas mileage. Our cus- 
tomers arc buying smaller cars with the 
gas shortage in mind," said Robinson. 


Through April of this year, small 


cars, including imports, accounted for 
38.9 per cent of all sales compared with 
34.8 per cent In 1972. 


According to many local car dealers, 


the size of a car is affecting car sales 
and consumer trends. Yet, the gas-rob- 
bing devices equipped on most cars seem 
to bo of little or no concern to their cus- 
tomers. 


Automatic transmission and air condi- 


tioning are two gas eaters. Fifty-five per 
cent of Chevrolet Vegas are equipped 
with automatic transmissions. Twenty- 
five per cent of the Pintos and 27 per 
cent of the Vegas are equipped with air 
conditioning. 


"I think most people would rather use 


up a little more gas and stay cool in 
their cars than use a little less gas and 
sweat without air conditioning. And as 
for automatic transmission, that's prac- 
tically standard on all cars today," said 
Alan Poncher, sales manager at Laden- 
dorf Olds hi DCS Plalnes. 


ACCORDING TO most area car deal- 


ers, a majority of the cars sold include 
these gas-robbing devices. All cars are 
required by the federal government to 
I n c l u d e 
emission-control 
equipment 


which, according to Keene, is a benefi- 
cial antipollution device but a very un- 
bcneficlal gas user. 


"No car dealer would dare tamper 


with the emission-control device just to 
sell more cars to customers concerned 
with the gas shortage," said Keene. 


Without the device, people would be 


able to achieve better gas mileage. Yet, 
even customers arc generally uncon- 
cerned about having antipollution devices 
removed from their cars after their war- 
ranty is up, said Kecnc. 


"People don't seem that concerned 


with the devices on their cars that use 
gas. They are more concerned with the 
size of the car and that's where we'll 
be seeing a definite change in sales," 
said Kecnc.

ALTHOUGH TUB WATKK tempera- 


tures In some areas arc still pretty low, 
the boot fishing In the midwest right now 
appears to bo In WLseonsln. 


In the southern area of that state, Fox 


Lake U providing the best walleye fish- 
Ing. at well as some decent crapple 
catches. Lake Wisconsin Li likewise giv- 
ing up some good sized crnppici and the 
white ba<u arc just beginning to bite. 


In the Grant and Pintle rivers In Grant 


county, and In Rattlesnake creek, nitc 
crawler* and small minnows arc taking 
small mouth bass and trout. The warm 
weather has finally started the large- 
mouth and smallmouth bass toward 
the spawning beds, so the single spinner 
Is coming into its own this season. 


In HIP Maillsnn area, the fishing pres- 


sure N henvy, but cntchea of white bnsi 
nrn excellent In the Ynhnrn river anil 
I.nkn Mnnnna. Kegnnin anil Wauheia arc 
giving up fairly good nantlsli catches. 


In the southeast, northern pike arc ac- 


tive In Dig Cedar lake and In Okauchcc 
ami Pcwaitkec. In all three cases the fish 
tiro being taken on minnows. Little Cedar 
Lake Is giving up some good large- 
mouths, but It's Mill a little slow, ulth 
tho water temperatures only nc.irlng 
spawning levels. Oconomowoc, Pine, 
Nngnwlckn and Ixnvcr Nomahbln lakes 
arc also starting to provide some ex- 
cellent largemouth action. 


Lake Geneva Li the best place for a lot 


of fish. Smallmouth bass arc hitting ev- 
erything In that tremendous lake, but 
they are hottest for nlte crawlers. A few 
big, very big, largcmouth basi arc being 
tnkcn out of Geneva by smnllmwith fish- 
ermen, but the Inrficmotiths are still fair- 
ly rare. Walleye fishing Is good on Gen- 
eva, too. In fact. If n fisherman had to 
choose n single lake within a short dis- 
tance for tills weekend's fishing, the 
choice would have lo be Geneva. 


On the other hand, trout action 1.1 good 


on Ixiwor Nashotnh, Moose and Lower 
Gcnweco lakc/i and on good old Bculah 
Lake. Nile crawlers, again, are doing It. 
.fuit over the state line, at Anlloch, Rock 
Lake li also producing trout limits. 


A Illllr further north, tlir action I* 


mostly for while him anil nnrlherni. The 
wlillr linn fishing li nothing iliort of ter- 
rific In the Foml tin Lac River and the 
Wolf river. Fishing on Hie Wolf li ex- 
rrllent all tlir way from Orlhnln lo 
Unlit'* Landing, wild average cnlchei 
being '10 in so fish per liont ... xomc 
lionti Inking at ninny ni 150. 


The test musky action, outside of the 


Woodruff area. Is In Green Lake County, 
where Little Green Lake li giving up 
some surprisingly good 
flsli.

Lake In Mnrqiiclle County Is producing 
good northern pike fLshlng. with Shnwano 
take running n close second. Beckers 
Lake In Calumet County Is abo giving up 
northern pike. 


Excellent blucgill catches arc Irclng re- 


ported from most of the lakes In the 
southeast section of Wisconsin, most of 
them being made by shoreline fishermen 
running worms under a bobber. 


Big brown trout are coming out of the 


Oconto River, mainly on nite crawlers 
and artificials, but fly fishing should pick 
up soon. Trout fishing is also improving 
on the Pcshtlgo River now that the 
streams have lowered. That river has al- 
ready given up some big browns, while 
the Mcnomlncc River in the same area 
last week produced a 10-pound walleye. 


In the Wisconsin Rapids area, the wa- 


ter levels arc still high In all the lakes, 
but the trout streams have receded quite 
a bit. Fishing Is slow, but the mosquitoes 
arc out In full force. 


The Woodruff area Improved dramati- 


cally over (he weekend. A 20 pound, 41 
Inch musky and a 23'i pound, 45% Inch 
musky were tnkcn out of Mlnocqua; a 
.10'a Inch. D'ii pound walleye came out of 
Lake Kntlicrlnc; a 21% Inch, 6 pound 
Inrjjemoiillti wns (nkcn out of Baker 
Lnkc: a 31 Inch, 10'b pound walleye 
came out of Big Arbor Vitac, a 19 Inch 
liriMik trout from Weber Lake and a 28'd 
Inch lake trout came out of Trout Lake! 
Water levls arc still high In most lakes, 
hut lowering. Walleye fishing Is decent 
on the .St. Crolx Itlvcr In Menomonlc, but 
pnnflihlng an most of the Inland lakes is 
still slow. 


Northern pike fishing on Pigeon Lake 


In the Brule area Is excellent right now 
and the walleyes are doing very well on 
the Namckngon. Stream trout fishing is 
also good, with water levels about nor- 
mal. The cold nights at this upper end of 
the state have helped a great deal in con- 
trolling the Insects. 


In Haywnrd the fishing Is about on 


schedule, but the fishermen arc working 
at It. Grapples arc biting good on Lake 
Choice and most of the other lakes, hit- 
ting small minnows and Jigs. Walleye 
fishing Is improving, but It Isn't "hot" 
yet. The musky action is just starting in 
this area. 


The Mississippi River, generally, Is 


good in the backwaters, but fishing Is 
generally difficult, with most of the sand- 
bars and wing dams still deeply under 
the high water and hard to locate. 


Illinois fishermen who can't moke It 


Into Wisconsin In tin* next couple of 
weeks will ha\c lo satisfy themselves 
with (he Chain of Lakes, which Isn't all 
thnt hail, Dut each time the Chain ap- 
pears to be getting back Into shape, an- 
ollior storm arrives lo dust off the prog- 
ress. 


Water levels continue to be high, al- 


though not at Ihc earlier flood levels. The 
fish arc there and starting to turn over, 
but the murky waters are making them 
hard to catch. 


A few walleyes arc still being caught 


nt the Wllmot Dam, although fishing In 
that area has suffered too over the past 
three weeks. 


In short, there isn't a thing wrong with 


northern Illinois fishing that won't be 
cured by just a couple of weeks of 
spring. 


If that doesn't happen, then plan a trip 


to Shclbyvlllc, near Mattoon In downstatc 
Illinois. Down there you can't miss. 


It's official, and It's Hersey again. It's 


as simple as that. 


Hersey High School, which toppled Ar- 


lington from the No. 1 spot last year af- 
ter four straight Cardinal successes, 
ruled the Paddock Cup standings again 
in 1972-73. 


The Huskies complied 90% points over 


nine sports to top runnerup Arlington by 
nine and third place Elk Grove, the run- 
nerup last year, by 18% markers. 


Official 
announcement of Mersey's 


Paddock Cup triumph was made last 
night by Herald Snorts Editor Bob Frisk 
at the school's spring sports awards ban- 
quct. 


The Paddock Cup Is presented annual- 


ly to the school that compiles the best 
overall Mid-Suburban League record hi 
varsity sports. Only swimming has not 
been recognized in the competition be- 
cause all league schools do not have 
teams, but a new scoring system will be 
initiated for 1973-74. 


In the future, the all-sports champion 


will be determined by an average points 
per sport. This year, for example, Hor- 
sey averaged 9.85 points for each of 10 
sports, Including swimming.

The Big 10 
also names an all-sports champion with 
this system. 


Hersey was on top of the league stand- 


Ings after each season In 1972-73, a re- 
markable achievement. The Huskies held 
a lead of one-half point over Fremd after 
the fall sports and In the winter sports 
compiled 31% markers, two ahead of 
runnerup Arlington. In the spring sports 
Hersey collected 37 points to 36 for Ar- 
lington. 


Arlington already has retired one Pad- 


dock Cup with three straight triumphs, 
and four straight overall. Hersey now 
needs a third Cup win In 1973-74 to per- 
manently retire the three-foot high 
award to its trophy case.

Just as he did in the state track finals 


a week earlier, Jerry Finis of Fremd 
shone brightest of a few Herald area 
high school stars in the third annual Top 
Ten Track Meet at Thornridge in Dolton 
Friday night. 


It was a spectacular meet in ideal 


weather that included the best 10 seniors 
In each event in the state. Juniors were 
not allowed to participate because of an 
Illinois High School Association rule, so 
several junior state champions were not 
present, including Glenbard West's Bill 
Fritz in the mile run, Bloom's Tim John- 
son in the pole vault and Thornton's 
Charles White in the 880-yard run. 


But some of the winning times were 


even better than in the state finals, in- 
cluding Finis' tremendous 172-foot, five- 
Inch discus throw. If he could have ac- 
complished that six days earlier, it would 
have been the state winning mark by 
nine feet. Finis was second downstate by 
just five inches with 163-1. 


Jerry was n two-time placer, as he was 


nt the state meet where he finished third 
in the shot put with 57-8',i. In the Top 
Ten lie was fourth at 5fi-8. 


The Herald area brought back two oth- 


er fourths as well, one of them with a 
spectacular performance by Palatine's 
Scott Williams for a new all-time area 
record. That came on a 4:14.1 In the mile 


run, bettering by nearly two seconds the 
old record of 4:16 by Prospect's Ron 
Hankel two years ago. Williams was just 
a tenth of a second from third place in 
bettering his previous top time by six 
seconds and making up for being out of 
contention in the state meet. The same 
time downstate also would have placed 
Williams fourth. 


Mark Conard of Horsey also posted his 


best showing ever by far with a 14-foot 
pole vault also good for fourth place. 
This was close to the area record of 14-3 
by Palatine's Guy Zajonc In 1970 and 
topped Conard's previous best by a half- 
foot. 


The meet as a whole had some eye- 


popping times. Nine meet records were 
set, two of them by double state sprint 
champion Mike McFarland of Parker, 
fastest prep in state history. McFarland 
burned the 100-yard dash in 9.5 and the 
220 in 21.1. (His bests are 9.4 and 20.8, 
both of which are all-time state bests). 


In addition, a world record for his age 


group was set by 12-year-old Jim Galen 
of St. Jnde elementary school in Dolton 


_ when he ran three miles In 17 minutes, 
' shattering the old record by 35 seconds. 


Other dazzlers were Lebanon's Craig 


Virgin and Thornton's Max Tolen. Vir- 
gin, who set a new state record and ap-

8:42.6, this time concentrated on the mile 
run for the last time as a prep and ran a 
tremendous 4:05.5. 


That was better than any runner has 


ever run in the state finals and close to 
the all-time state best. Virgin will go 
back to concentrating on the two-mile 
and again shoot for the national record 
at the International meet at Prospect this 
Saturday. 


Tolen, who was only third in the state 


meet with 49.2, Friday ran 47.B — which 
would have made him state champ — to 
win the event. That time was a half-sec- 
ond off the state record by Palatine's 
Bill Bahnfleth. Had Tolen done this a 
week earlier, Thornton — which lost the 
state crown by one point — would have 
been champ. 


Closest race was in the 880 with sev- 


eral outstanding times — 1:52.9 by win- 
ner Hay Glff of Richards. 1:53.4 by Ed 
White of Muscoutah and 1:53.9 by Pat 
Cook of Belleville Altlioff. 


A previous area record In the two-mile 


run, 9:11.4 by Mark Nugent of Fremd 
last year, was broken by Mark Stolz of 
Ridgewood. Another new meet record 
was 59-}',4 by Al Pulikowski of Proviso 
East in the shot put.

The Doctor Says ...by Dr. Lawrence Lamb 
Can't digest all sugars? Pure honey may help you 


Dear Dr. Lamb — In a column you 


state that people can be sensitive to sug- 
ar If It Is a dlsaccharide, but not a mono- 
saccharide. And you recommend using 
honey. 


I assure you that some people are sen- 


sitive to honey, and to all sugars except 
glucose. 


I don't know why — I only know it is so 


— as the farmer said when he saw tho 
giraffe. 


Dear Reader — There are Individual 


responses to foods. No doubt some indi- 
viduals are sensitive to honey. Whether 
this is a type of food allergy or sonic 
other peculiarity I can't state for certain. 
Perhaps one explanation was offered hy 
another reader who wrote to complain to 
me that not all honey was pure honey but 
the honey manufacturers were permitted 
to add syrup In limited amounts to honey 
and still label It pure. If this is true, the 
adding of a dlsaccharide (double sugar) 
to honey would make It less tolerable to 
individuals who can't split double sugars 
and absorb them. 


Glucose is a single sugar. Ordinary 


table sugar Is a double sugar. It's split In 
half by an enzyme in the Intestinal wall 
and then absorbed as a single sugar. You 
are correct — If a person were ex- 
ceptionally sensitive to dlsaccharldes, 
limiting sugar intake to glucose would 
eliminate the problem. The double sugar 
sucrose is common in natural fruits. 


Fortunately most Individuals do not 


have an absolute Intolerance to double 
sugars and can use small amounts but 


there are Individuals who can't even tol- 
erate this. Individuals who are truly, ab- 
solutely intolerant of table sugar or sucr- 
ose are relatively rare — almost as rare 
as a giraffe in a barnyard. 


Dear Dr. Lamb — I would like for you 


to answer a few questions for me about 
artificial insemination. I understand that 
one must have a donor match up with 
her husband. But, couldn't the husband 
be that donor? Under what condition can 
a woman have artificial insemination? 
Does this have to be done with the hus- 
band's consent? Does this have to be 
done in a hospital? Answer soon for I am 
thinking about having this done. 


Dear Reader — Artificial Insemination 


has long been practiced In animal hus- 
bandry. In this way, for example, a qual- 
ity or prize-winning bull may father 
many more calves than would be other- 
wise possible. 


It has had less extensive use in people 


— usually only when the man is sterile. 
Rarely, it might have some value when 
normal relations are Impossible for 


anatomical or other reasons but the hus- 
band is not sterile. This would be the 
only possible reason for using artificial 
insemination with the husband being the 
donor. 


Most couples want the offspring to 


have as many of the characteristics of 
the parents as possible. For that reason 
they choose a donor who has personal 
characteristics similar to the husband 
but this isn't an absolute requirement. 


Any woman who contemplates preg- 


nancy through any means should do so 
with the full consent, and cooperation of 
her husband. Artlfcial insemination is no 
exception. A woman who achieved preg- 
nancy by this means without her hus- 
band's consent would likely have serious 
marital problems afterwards. 


It's not possible to have this procedure 


done everywhere. Anyone desiring this 
procedure should contact the obstetrics 
and gynecology department of the near- 
est university medical center for infor- 
mation.

'Money talks* for elderly clubs 


At long last the Mount Prospect senior 


citizens became of age. It took years for 
individual clubs, of which there are 
eight, to learn ccnturies-old-truth that 
"By uniting wo stand; by dividing we 
fall" (John Dickinson).

As reported In the Herald, Wednesday 


evening, May 9, a group of senior citi- 
zens representing six different clubs, met 
nt the village hall with Mrs. Marjorio 
Boswell, the health director, presiding. 
Mayor Robert Tclchert and Joseph Grit- 
tanl acted as key speakers and coordina- 
tors. 


Here It needs to be noted that the se- 


niors came to this meeting not to em- 
brace the brotherly love of one club from 
another, but because there was a chunk 
of money Involved nnd every club hun- 
gered for a bit. 


The money In question Is $2,500 budg- 


eted by the village to help the senior citi- 
zens carry on their activities. Though a 
meager amount, nevertheless it is money 
which as defined by Publilius Syrus is 
"the ruling spirit of all things." And so 
all the senior citizens present bowed to 
Oils "ruling spirit" by agreeing to form a 
Senior Citizens Council which will rule 
over the distribution and spending of oil 
moneys granted to the seniors by the vil- 
lage. 


The idea of forming a senior citizens 


council was conceived many months ago.

else but St. Raymond Senior" He was 
endorsed by a good applause. 


At one time I talked to the mayor 


about forming a senior citizens council. 
He thought it was a good Idea and sug- 
gested that I keep working on it. I pre- 
sented the idea to the senior citizens 
clubs I belong to, but their leaders 
turned a deaf car to it. It was hard to 
understand their reaction, for I had a 
feeling that sooner or later some kind of 
a central organization will have to be 
created if we arc to get a financial sup- 
port from the village. 


Then, by some twist of fate, and I 


think that Mayor Tclchert and Joseph 
Grlttanl had something to do with it, the 
village budgeted $2,500 for the senior citi- 
zens. The money was allotcd to the Ex- 
tensioneers on the grounds that it was 
the leading senior citizens organization 
in Mt. Prospect. 


As soon as this appeared in the press, 


other senior citizens clubs stampeded 
Into action. They branded the grant as 
"unfair, discriminatory" and by other 
names.

At one of its meetings the 
excitement rose to a boiling point. A 
committee was appointed to spearhead a 
march to the village hall and demand a 
fair share of $2,500. Soon, in a milder 
manner, a few other clubs expressed that 
they too were entitled to a share of that 
money. The village administration count- 
eracted by freezing the funds. 


Later, Mrs. Boswell, Mayor Teichert 


and Joseph Grittany, the three cham- 
pions of the senior citizens, arranged a 
meeting to which all senior citizens 
groups were Invited. It was then and 
there, after a lengthy explanation by the 
mayor and Mr. Grittany how the money 
could be made available, that the idea of 
forming the senior citizens council jelled 
in tho heads of the senior citizens repre- 
sentatives. A motion was passed to form 
such a council. 


It is obvious, the previous attempts to 


convince the senior citizens that there 
was a need for such a council failed be- 
cause there was no money involved. So, 
after all, as the old proverb says, "Mon- 
ey talks."

How much saccharin is safe? 


by MONICA WILCII 


When tlio Food and Drug Adminls- 


trillion lust month Issued nn extension of 
It* "Interim npprovnl" of the artificial 
s w c o t e n o r saccharin, Commissioner 
Charles Edwards assure*! consumers 
that the order "adequately protects" 
them. 


Hut the Interim order simply calls for 


limitation of saccharin usage to "no 
more th;m one gram per day for the av- 
orago adull" — an order which Is liter- 
ally unenforccahle, unless the FDA were 
to assign an agent to watch every adult 
In the country. 


The FIM require* "saccharin dis- 


closure on the labels of all beverages, 
fowls and food mixes," and limits sac- 
charin content In beverages to no marc 
than 12 milligrams per fluid ounce, and 
In sugar substitutes, to no more than 20 
milligrams per teaspoon. 


Rut there is no restriction on the sale 


of pure .sodium saccharin, which can ho 
found on the shelves of most grocery 
stores In one-grain tablets, equivalent to 
•I!'..: milligrams. Approximately 20 of 
these tablets would equal one gram. 


AN IMA OITICIAL in Chicago con- 


ceded that the limitation Is unenfor- 
ccahle. "Of course, you could go to the 
store and get saccharin and use as much 
as you wanted," she said. 


To n "sweet-tooth" using saccharin In 


everything from coffee to grapefruit, 20 
tahlet.s could he consumed more quickly 
than the user might realize. And it would 
be no great to.sk for an inveterate pop

drinker-to down five 16-ouncc bottles of 
diet soda in a day — the close equivalent 
of a gram of saccharin. 


But the probability of how much sac- 


charin the average adult might use — 
and what physical risk It might pose for 
him — appears to be a straw man con- 
cocted by the FDA. The agency Is buying 
time, ostensibly for further scientific re- 
search, but also at the insistence of 
members of the food industry who manu- 
facture or use saccharin. 


According to the Dclancy clause of tlio 


Food and Drug Act, any substance which 
produces cancer In cither man or anl- 
maLs, by cither Ingcstion or Injection, is 
prohibited from use in foods. 


SACCHARIN has produced cancers in 


rats in tests as far back as 1951. 


But the FDA only got around to remov- 


ing saccharin from Generally Regarded 
As Safe List in January of 1972. At that 
time the agency Issued an order "freez- 
ing" the use of the sweetener at estab- 
lished levels, and last month extended 
that order, which would have expired 
tills month. 


When the January announcement was 


made, manufacturers objected to tlio 
saccharin limits. Five such objections to 
the proposed limitation of 7 milligrams 
saccharin per fluid ounce In beverages 
containing other sweeteners resulted in 
the restriction being raised to 12 milli- 
gram.s. The FDA said the 7-mllllgram 
limitation was deleted "in the Interest of 
simplification..." 


In both the January, 1972, and May, 


197:), announcements, Commissioner Ed- 


wards repeated the same statement that 
the order at hand "adequately protects 
the public" and that "the FDA, with the 
assistance of the National Academy Of 
Science, will continue to weigh the scien- 
tific evidence on saccharin as It becomes 
available and to act as that evidence di- 
rects." 


HOWEVER, THE Delaney 
clause, 


passed in 1958, docs not allow for such 
"weighing of evidence" where a cancer- 
causing agent Is concerned. 


Before the clause was passed, In 1931, 


saccharin was found to have produced 
"unusual combinations of cancers in Test 
rats, indicating to the National Academy 
of Science at least a need for further 
study," according to a report published 
In 1970 by on associate of Ralph Nader. 


But such tests were not undertaken, 


nor was saccharin reviewed after pas- 
sage of the Delaney clause, the Nader 
report charged. Not until 20 years later, 
in 1970, were "further tests" launched. 


Preliminary results of these tests, just 


reported last month, revealed that once 
again, some of the rats had developed 
cancers. In the groups receiving the 
highest levels of saccharin, the FDA re- 
ported, three bladder tumors "we're 
grossly visible" and there were de- 
creased survival and decreased weight. 


THE RATS WERE being fed sodium 


saccharin at levels of .01, :.0, 5.0 and 7.5 
per cent of their diets. 


The FDA maintains, on the basis of 


the earlier tests, that a level of 1 gram 
saccharin per day is safe, because it cor- 
responds to the .05 per cent level fed to 


rats In these tests at which no Injury 
occurred. 


But, aside from the fact that the FDA 


can't control how much saccharin people 
consume without banning It, the agency 
apparently has not even standardized the 
amounts that are contained in various 
saccharin products. 


If the consumer takes time to read all 


the labels of saccharin products, he will 
find that a '/j-graln tablet of Norwich so- 
dium saccharin contains 12.3 milligrams 
of saccharin — which the label says is 
equivalent to one teaspoon of sugar — 
while a tablet of Squibbs' Swecta (also 
said to equal one teaspoon sugar) con- 
tains 15 milligrams saccharin. 


SUCARYL, PRODUCED by Abbott 


Laboratories, contains 1.21 per cent sac- 
charin in fluid form and 12.1 milligrams 
per tablet. Two drops (equivalent of one 
teaspoon sugar) of liquid Sweeta con- 
tains 14 milligrams saccharin. 


Sugar substitute Sweet 'N Low con- 


tains the maximum limit of 20 milli- 
grams saccharin per teaspoon of the 
product. One packet contains 40 milli- 
grams saccharin. Pillsbury's Sprinkle 
has 14.2 milligrams saccharin per tea- 
spoon of the product. 


The saga of saccharin thus far closely 


parallels the route of cyclamate, another 
artificial sweetener. Registered for use 
by the FDA some 20 years ago, it had 
produced malignant tumors in test ani- 
mals which were noted by the FDA in 
1950. But not until 1969 was the substance 
first removed from the Generally Re- 
garded As Safe List and later banned en- 
tirely.

trip with n child that young. She recom- 
mends you leave the infants with their 
grandparents. 


—Taking the proper food. The book 


contains recipes as well as a list of food- 
stuffs. 


—Having a suitable sleeping bag. Don't 


hard-ground it. Take an uirmattrcss. A 
roll of foam rubber also makes a comfort 
zone between you, your sleeping bag and 
the ground. 


Mrs. Paul, who holds a Broadcaster of 


the Year award from American Women 
in Radio and Television (AWRT), runs 
the Children's Center program over a 
New York radio station. Her ability to 
communicate with children is considered 
tops — as evidenced also by the success 
of earlier books for kids. "Kids Cooking" 
and "Kids Gardening," both published 
by Doublcday. 


HER CAMPING book is for kids who 


go camping under adult supervision. She

doesn't believe the experienced child 
camper should go on his or her own until 
at least 16 — and then to state parks 
only, relatively protected campgrounds. 


In the book, under "A Word to Adults," 


she says: 


"If your youngster Is interested in 


camping, your principal role should be 
advisory. And that, as we all know, is 
most difficult for adults. We're too in- 
clined to go ahead and do things. Don't, 
please! 


"Why? Well, part of the fun of camp- 


ing for kids is for them to make selec- 
tions and choices of their own. But relax, 
they'll need to ask your advice and dis- 
cuss matters with you. 


"Be patient as they learn. It's a slow 


process. Children making decisions arc 
like plants seeking th sun, a turn this 
way and a turn that way. 


"You'll be able to participate but It 


must be on their terms." 


P.S. — If you are a greenhorn at 


camping, Mrs. Paul's book tells just 
about everything you need to know for a 
safe and happy start. The sketches and 
the verbal passages are very easy to un- 
'dcrstand.

A life-long leader in the women's rights 


movement died last month at the age of 
92. She was, of course, Jcanncttc Rankin, 
the first woman elected to Congress (in 
1917) and an early suffragette who also 
voted in Congress for the 19th Amend- 
ment which gave all U.S. women the 
right to vote in 1920. 


Last year, when she was named by the 


National Organization for Women as the 
first member of its Susan B. Anthony 
Hall of Fame, Miss Rankin said, "The 
women's movement is going to take for- 
ward steps beyond anything we can en- 
vision today. I'm quite thrilled with what 
we are doing." 


A major forward step in women's prog- 


ress took place just before Miss Rankin's 
death, when tho Supreme Court ruled 8-1 
that military dependency benefits must 
be accorded to men and women on tho 
same basis. 


Under the old rule, a serviceman could 


claim his wife as a dependent, regardless 
of whether he actually supported her. A 
woman, however, could claim her hus- 
band as a dependent only if she provided 
more than half his support. 


THE NEW RULING will affect some 


6,000 married women in uniform, who 
will now be entitled to the same depend- 
ents' benefits as men. 


It may well, however, affect millions of 


married women not in uniform if, as pre- 
dicted, the ruling leads to a flood of s>ex 
discrimination cases. There are some 
hundreds of federal and state statutes 
which draw sex distinctions in the kind 
of government benefits men and women 
receive. The Social Security Act, for in- 
stance, contains a test by sex for old age 
and survivor benefits. 


For these and other reasons, Ruth Ba- 


der Ginsburg, a law professor who is 
also head of the women's rights section 
of the American Civil Liberties Union, 
called this "the most significant sex deci- 
sion ever decided by the Supreme 
Court." Mrs. Ginsburg was one of the 
attorneys who argued the case on behalf 
of a woman Air Force lieutenant, who 
had unsuccessfully sought a dependency 
allowance for her husband.

a resolution calling for equal member- 
ship rights for women. Women, however, 
continued to be excluded from the men's 
bar. 


Editor ami Publisher noted in Febru- 


ary that the New England Press Associ- 
ation had elected its first woman presi- 
dent: Celine Slator, co-publisher of the 
Middlebury (Vt.) Addlson County Inde- 
pendent. 


Women's groups continued to lobby for 


the Equal Rights Amendment, which will 
become the 27th amendment to the Con- 
stitution if it is ratified by 38 states by 
1979.

Three to 12 times more 
flics responded to traps baited with mus- 
calurc than to unbolted traps. 


IN 21-IIOUIl EXPOSURES to flics In 


heavily Infested barns, the baited traps 
caught flics In the presence of oilier nat- 
ural attractants: Fcmnle flics, animal 
feed and manure. 


Dr. Carlson dabbed muscalurc on 


ground corn cobs having a consistency of 
coarse sand. Unlike malodorous baits, 
muscalurc is n clear, odorless oil. 


Muscalurc attracted the greatest num- 


ber of flics In electric grid traps placed 


15 feet apart on the ground In the barns. 
A pan under tho grids contained corncob 
granules impregnated with muscalure. In 
efforts to reach the granules, an average 
of about 6,000 files landed on the wires of 
the grid and were electrocuted. This 
compares with about 350 in the control 
trap without muscalure. Muscalure, that 
proves, has muscle in the fly battle. 


In a series of tests with commercial 


flypaper strips hung 10 feet above the 
ground, strips treated with muscalure 
captured an average of 391 files — three 
times more than plain strips of the 
sticky.

Short exposure 
to asbestos 
shows up later 


Although it is common to see X-ray 


signs of asbestosls in lungs of workers 
with prolonged exposure to asbestos, the 
same signs can also be seen years later 
in those who had only short occupational 
exposure, radiologists at the University 
of Southern California Medical Center 
discovered. 


Some patients had worked around as- 


bestos so little and so long ago that they 
had a hard time remembering they had 
ever been exposed to the dusty mineral, 
said Dr. Nicholas E. Sargent, Dr. George 
Jacobsen and Dr. Evelyn E. Wilkinson, 
who found telltale X-ray signs In the 
lungs of two patients, 19 to 22 years after 
slight exposure. 


One patient recalled she had worked 


for 11 months in 1945 as a clean-up labor- 
er in a shipyard where asbestos was 
used for Insulation. A man had an eight- 
month exposure In 1948 when he mixed 
asbestos with cement. Neither had been 
around asbestos since. 


Asbestosls, called by one authority, a 


"time-bomb disease" because It requires 
decades to develop, results from Inhaling 
asbestos, which Is used commercially In 
3,000 items. Occupational exposure re- 
sults in an increased incidence of lung 
and gastrointestinal cancer usually 24 to 
52 years after Initial exposure, the radiol- 
ogists said.

HB 1265 (Chapman). The bill allows a 


wife as well as a husband to create a 
mechanic's Hen in her spouse's property. 


HB 12GG (Martin). The bill prohibits a 


housing corporation or Its contractor to 
discriminate In employment on the basis 
of sex, as well as race, creed, color and 
natlon.il origin. 


HB 1267 (Martin). The bill forbids sex 


discrimination in connection with con- 
struction of public buildings and public 
works projects ns well as color, creed 
and national origin discrimination.

Longtime readers of this column are 


aware that his excellency In these quar- 
ters expresses his preferences In food 
loudly and clearly. So I can't help but 
hear when the royal pronouncement is 
"Good!" 


Muffins have never been a big deal 


with me, but I asked quickly for a taste 
when he went bananas over bran muffins 
concocted by our daughter and her 
friend, Janice Dudas. They were, indeed, 
delicious. 


Combine and stir well two and a half 


cups of flour, one and one-half cups of 
bran cereal, two tablespoonfuls of sugar, 
one-fourth teaspoonful of salt, one and 
one-fourth teaspoonfuls of soda and one- 
half teaspoonful of baking powder. Put 
aside. Then beat two cups of buttermilk 
with two beaten eggs, one-half cup of 
molasses 
and four tablespoonfuls of 


melted margarine. Combine the dry and 
liquid mixtures; then fold In one-half cup 
of mashed banana. One cup of raisins or 
nuts is optional. One-half cup of raisins 
went into the last batch we had. Bake 
about 25 minutes in a 350-degree oven. 
This makes 22 two-Inch muffins.

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beaches of D-Day remembered 


Olaf Kolari and B-24 Liberator 'Swee1 Pea II'. 


by JOE SWICKARD 


The weather was bad, but an improve- 


ment over the past few days. There were 
light rains from a darkly overcast sky. 


Olaf Kolari and nine other men of the 


389th Bomber Group of the 8th Air Force 
had been In their cramped confines for 
six hours. Just prior to dawn U.S. Air 
Corps Capt. Kolari took his B-24 Liber- 
ator on Its first bomb run along Omaha 
Beach, Normandy. It was June 6, 1944 
and D-Day had begun. 


Kolari, 1020 N. Kaspar, Arlington 


Heights, was 25 years old and just one of 
the more than 2 million men who took 


part In the most massive Invasion in his- 
tory. 


His twin-engine bomer, with its 8,000- 


pound bomb load and ID-man crew, was 
Just a speck in the sky filled with about 
2,500 Allied aircraft. 


Millions of men, machines, materiel, 


all in motion to breech Hitler's Fortress 
Europa. 


KOLARI RECALLED that June morn- 


ing 29 years ago: "I knew it was coming. 
I had been up the day before and flew 
over Portsmouth and I saw the fleet as- 
sembled." 


With that flight over the 4,000 massed 


ships, Kolari's D-Day began. 


"We were called in for briefing the 


night before. It was about 9 or 10 at 
night. From there, we went to our planes 
about midnight. We took off before dawn, 
I guess that was about 3 a.m." 


British and American planes took off 


and circled to form small groups, which 
orbited till joining with more planes to 
form still larger groups. The orbiting and 
joining continued until there was a mass 
of planes 2,500 strong crossing the Eng- 
lish channel. 


"We were glad to be getting the thing 


started. We knew there was a job to be 


done and we started to begin. I'd say we 
were enthusiastic about getting under- 
way," Kolari said. 


HE REMEMBERS looking out of his 


craft, "Swee' Pea II," and seeing "a 
bridge of ships stretching across the 
Channel from France to England. It was 
incredible, just a solid bridge of ships. 
That was the most outstanding thing I 
recall." 


At 5 a.m., GMT, the bombs stared fall- 


Ing along the narrow beaches. The task 
was difficult. 


"It was overcast, and we couldn't sec

HOARD MK.MUKHS who voted against 


the request said they were concerned 
iilmut water retention and flooding on the 
site. They said the engineering standards 
should be approved before nny part of 
the development Is built. 


Trustee Kdward Osmon snid he feared 


allowing construction, before final engi- 
neering plant were approved, will set n 
precedent the village would have to fol- 
low with nil developers. O.imon eniplm- 
slml he favored the project, hut was op- 
posed to deviating from the usual proce- 
dure followed by the board when dealing 
with developers. 


Trustee James Shirley, who also voted 


against the proposal, said he too ap- 
proved of the project, but was concerned 
alxnit water retention since the models 
will he constructed In the flood plain. Ho 
said ho wnnl.s to be sure there will he no 
flooding problems before the models are 
built. 


PAUL SWANSON of Arthur Swanson 


and Associates, said If the model homes 
did not meet village standards the vil- 
lage could refuse to approve the rest of 
tlio project. 


Swanson said the developers would be 


willing to post a bond at their expense 
which will pay for demolition of the mod- 
els should the village for some reason 
not approve of them. The board, how- 
ever, rejected the proposal. 


Village Engineer Arnold Seabcrg said 


he would not object to construction of the 
models, prior to his approval, If they 
were to lx> located outside the flood 
plain. Ho said because the buildings will 
be In the flood plain he will not approve 
them until they are approved by the Illi- 
nois Division of Waterways. 


SU'ANSON SAID the developer docs 


not want to change the location of the 
model area. He said the developer would 
rnlher delay the start of construction 
than to relocate the model area. Alrout 47 
per cent of the 39.0-acre development Is 
In the flood plain. 


Other (ward members voting ngalnst 


the Swanson proposal were trustees Jer- 
ry Driscoll and Clarice Rech. Trustees 
Thomas Mahoney and Randall Rnthjen 
voted to allow construction of the model 
area. 


The village board six weeks ago ap- 


proved annexation and the preliminary

At completion, which will take nbout

319 Individually-owned townhouscs and 
apartments. 


IN OTHER business Monday night the 


village board decided to further study a 
proposed alternative to Its plan to con- 
struct a sidewalk connecting Aspen Court 
and Twisted Oak Lane. Two homeowners 
on Aspen Court raised objections to the 
sidewalk because it comes within 14 feet 
of their homes. 


The homeowners, claim they were not 


Informed until a month ago that an case- 
ment had been granted between their 
property. Both said they would have re- 
considered before purchasing the homes 
had they known of the sidewalk. 


The alternative being studied by the 


village board is to Instead construct the 
sidewalk on Arlington Heights Road from 
Carlton Place to Twisted Oak Lane. The 
cost of the sidewalk would be $10,000 to 
$12,000. 


The sidewalk was to be constructed to 


create better access for children who will 
be walking to Twin Groves School which 
is scheduled to open next January.

To ensure that he gets honest, spon- 


taneous answers from each applicant, 
Stavrakas keeps the 60 questions he uses 
in the taped interviews confidential. 


The questions, he said, include class- 


room situations and queries to measure 
the applicant's background in education 
and to determine his goals. They are 
based on 12 themes that include, among 
.others, empathy, individual perception, 
listening, innovation and objectivity. 


Stavrakas and Dist. 21 Assistant Supt. 


John Barger attended a week-long work- 
shop at the University of Nebraska last 
November to learn how to Interpret the 
applicant's answers. 


"MY ONLY ROLE in this is as a 


trained listener," Stavrakas said. "I 
don't want psychologists calling me say- 
ing that we're analyzing people because 
we're not." 


A lot of time is involved in analyzing 


the interviews, Stavrakas said. He tries 
to see about five persons per day, which 
often means he has to work weekends to 
put together profiles on applicants. 


The profile of each person, along with 


the tape of his Interview, goes to the 
principal of the school where the appli- 
cant hopes to teach. By reading the re- 
port and listening to the tape, Stavrakas 
said, the principal can get a good idea of 
whether or not the applicant would fit in 
with the rest of his staff. The principal 
makes the final decision to hire or not 
hire the applicant. 


Stavrakas feels the "Teacher Per- 


cclver" is the most efficient method of 
choosing the best Instructors from the 
tremendous number of persons seeking 
jobs in Dlst. 21. Since mid-December, he 
said he has used the technique to inter- 
view over 200 applicants Interested In 
one of the 15 teaching positions that are 
available in the district. 


Each person who contacts Stavrakas is 


mailed a screening letter that contains 
five questions similar to those used in 
the interview. If the candidate responds 
favorably to the letter, he is Invited for 
an interview. 


"This is really'the first time we can 


objectively select people by using the 
same questions for everyone, but still 
look for certain qualities and be sensitive 
to feelings," Stavrakas said of the pro-

burnt-orange carpet 


The burnt-orange carpet that does not 


meet school district specifications is 
being installed at Buffalo Grove High 
School. 


The installation of the carpet was or- 


dered by High School Dist. 214 officials 
late last week after the district and rep- 
resentatives of the carpet manufacturer 
reached an agreement on a guarantee 
for the carpet. 


Under the agreement, according to 


Supt. Edward Gilbert, Lee Carpet Co. 
will provide a five-year, material and 
labor guarantee and Dist. 214 will hold 
15 per cent or $9,900 of the $66,000, cost 
of the carpet, until the end of the five- 
year guarantee. 


The provisions of the agreement are 


somewhat weaker than those proposed 
two weeks ago by board member Jack 
Costello, but district officials indicate it 
will provide adequate protection for the 
school. 


The carpet, which is to be installed in 


the classroom areas of the school, was 
tested after it was delivered by the com- 
pany and found not to meet the require- 
ments specified when the district asked 
for bids for the job. 


THE PROBLEM was that tufts from 


the carpet, which are attached to the 
carpet backing in long strings, pull loose 
from the backing with 12 pounds of force 
instead of the 20 pounds required in the 
specifications. 


Representatives of the carpet company 


told the district the carpet will hold up 
under school use, even though it does not 
meet specifications. 


In another action, the school board 


Monday approved a landscape plan for 
Buffalo 
Grove High School costing 


S42.C09. Contractor for the job is Scidle 
Landscaping Co. of Prairie View. 


The board also agreed to discuss with 


the Buffalo Grove Park District the pos- 
sibility of the park district sharing the 
$2,054 cost of landscaping around the 
swimming pool at Buffalo Grove. The 
pool is a cooperative project between the 
park district and the school. 


Landscaping for Buffalo Grove will be 


more extensive than for many of the oth- 
er Dist. 214 schools. Representatives of 
the school's architects said the trees and 
shrubs around the school can be used by 
science classes in addition to providing 
decoration.

The Dist. 214 board Monday authorized 


the district's administration to plan for 
combining the Wheeling Action Program, 
Educational Maturation Program and 
Self-Contained Classroom programs. In 
addition, Die district will look for a build- 
ing that will house the combined pro- 
gram. 


Tho EMP and SCO programs, both of 


which started at Prospect High School, 


were combined last year and are now 
housed at a church in Elk Grove Village. 
The Wheeling Action Program has been 
at the Nike site in Arlington Heights 
sinco 1971.

School budget triggers few changes 


Only minimal changes arc planned in 


Prospect Heights Dist. 23 schools next 
year under the 1973-74 proposed $2.2 mil- 
lion budget.

25 
in Arlington Heights, where he was In 
charge of special education. 


Based on his experience, Stavrakas 


feels there arc several advantages of us- 
ing the "Teacher Perceivcr" instead of 
interviewing in the usual way. For one 
thing, he said, he feels he gets to know 
each job candidate better. 


"IT'S A MORE PERSONAL way of in- 


terviewing," he said. "I really get to 
know the person because I don't have to 
sit here thinking about the next question 
I'm going to ask. I can listen more close- 


ly to what the applicant Is saying." 


Another advantage is that Selective 


Research Inc., which developed the 
"Teacher Pcrcclvcr," will evaluate the 
performance of instructors hired with the 
method over the next three years, he 
said. The evaluation also will give ad- 
ministrators information on what type of 
additional training teachers in the dis- 
trict might need to enable them to set up 
workshops if they're needed. 


Because he feels the "Teacher Per- 


ceivcr" is the best way of interviewing 
job applicants, Stavrakas said the meth- 
od makes his job a satisfying one. 


"If I have a mission (in education), it's 


that we treat every youngster as a sig- 
nificant human being, giving him the 
best we've got so that he can cope with 
things and be successful in life," he said. 
"One way of doing that is to select the 
very best kind of person for every child. 
The most significant person able to help 
a child Is a good classroom teacher."

total $385,210.

Olaf Kolarl and nine other men of the 


389th Bomber Group of the Bth Air Force 
had been in their cramped confines for 
six hours. Just prior to dawn U.S. Air 
Corps Capt. Kolarl took his B-24 Liber- 
ator on Its first bomb run along Omaha 
Beach, Normandy. It was June 6, 1944 
and D-Day had begun. 


Kolarl, 1020 N. Kaspar, Arlington 


Heights, was 25 years old and just one of 
the more than 2 million men who took 


part in the most massive invasion in his- 
tory. 


His twin-engine boraer, with its 8,000- 


pound bomb load and ID-man crew, was 
just a speck in the sky filled with about 
2,500 Allied aircraft. 


Millions of men, machines, materiel, 


all In motion to breech Hitler's Fortress 
Europa. 


KOLARI RECALLED that June morn- 


Ing 29 years ago: "I knew It was coming. 
I had been up the day before and flew 
over Portsmouth and I saw the fleet as- 
sembled." 


With that flight over the 4,000 massed 


ships, Kolarl's D-Day began. 


"We were called In for briefing the 


night before. It was about 9 or 10 at 
night. From there, we went to our planes 
about midnight. We took off before dawn, 
I guess that was about 3 a.m." 


British and American planes took off 


and circled to form small groups, which 
orbited till Joining with more planes to 
form still larger groups. The orbiting and 
joining continued until there was a mass 
of planes 2,500 strong crossing the Eng- 
lish channel. 


"We were glad to be getting the thing 


started. We knew there was a job to be 


done and we started to begin. I'd say we 
were enthusiastic about getting under- 
way," Kolari said. 


HE REMEMBERS looking out of his 


craft, "Swee' Pea II," and seeing "a 
bridge of ships stretching across the 
Channel from France to England. It was. 
incredible, just a solid bridge of ships. 
That was the most outstanding thing I 
recall." 


At 5 a.nr., GMT, the bombs stared fall- 


ing along the narrow beaches. The task 
was difficult. 


"It was overcast, and we couldn't see

Joseph's parents had reportedly sepa-

The city must meet a yearly donation 


quota of 2,500 pints of blood to remain a 
mcmljcr of the North Suburban Dlood 
Center (NSflC) — a program started by 
local hospital* that guarantee* all resi- 
dent* frco blood replacement. 


Hut Kay Wall, blood donor director for 


the Dei Plalncs Health Department, said 
tho city's chances of keeping Its NSBC 
membcnhlp doc.m'1 look too promising. 


"At the rate we arc going. I don't be- 


llcvc we'll be able to reach our year 
quoin." Mn. Wall said. "I can't under- 
stand it. All UICMS flyers nrc going out 
tut the turnout* arc .10 small." 


Mr» Wall said the May 31 blood drive 


at Algonquin Junior High School had a 
poor showing. 


"Out of seven schools, with .some of the 


schools having as many as 200 families. 
we only received >I5 units. One school had 
one donor and another had none at all. 
We figured the ETA would be our biggest 
draw." 


IN .JANUARY, letters about the city 


blood program Merc sent out to all wom- 
en's civic organizations in DCS Plalncs. 
Only one club asked for a speaker from 
I lie Health Department and none have 
participated In a blood drive. 


"They all claim to he aiming and 


working for the betterment of DCS 
Plnlnes and to help the people," Mrs. 
Wall said. "They'll go out and plant a 
tree at the drop of a hat." 


Some of tlic women's clubs have Just 


recently participated In other blood re- 
placement programs. 


Mrs. Wall said many families belong to 


other blood programs like CO-OP or Rod 
Cross, where one family member can do- 


nate and guarantee blood replacement 
for the Immediate family. 


"What the people don't understand is 


they arc helping out many families who 
can't donate blood because of medical 
reasons," Mr». Wall said. "With the 
NSBC all these ineligible families are 
covered." 


Persons under 1H or over 65 arc prohib- 


ited from donating, which accounts for 
more than -to per cent of the Ineligible 
DCS Plalncs residents. Donations arc 
prohibited from pregnant women, veter- 
ans or military personnel who served in 
malarial areas within three years, per- 
sons with hepatitis, heart disease, as- 
thma, diabetes, and other medical rea- 
sons, Including persons who have had 
major surgery within six months. 


"TIIK PEOPLE who nrc going to suf- 


fer if we lose the NSBC membership will 
be those families who can't donate 
blood." Mrs. Wall said. 


With many organizations and clubs re- 


cessing for the summer, Mrs. Wall said 
the next few moonths will make recruit- 
ing donors even tougher. 


To keep the NSBC membership, a city 


must meet n quota every three months. 
DCS Plalncs is about 100 short for the 
first quota of 576 units and has had al- 
most five months to reach this goal. 


"One neighboring town took only a 


month to reach its first quarter quota," 
Mrs. Wall said. "Mount Prospect is hav- 
ing similar problems. It seems the 
younger communities have been respond- 
ing much better to the NSBC drives, than 
the older more settled communities."

Tetraklte. Remember this term. You 


may be seeing It a lot in the next several 
years. 


In fact, if enough people find out about 


it, the tetrakite could become as big a 
rage as the Frisbee. 


A tetrakite, for those not in the avant 


«arde, is simply a large kite with sever"' 
four-sided figures built into it. What is 
most unusual about the kite, however, is 
that it flies practically automatically. 


"It took almost 1,000 feet of string the 


first time we flew it," said Rayad Kha- 
tib, 12, of Mount Prospect, who has built 
one of the kites. The first time Khatib 
tested the kite, it took him and a friend 
almost 90 minute to reel it back in. 


ACCORDING TO Milo Schaffcr, of the 


Federal Aviation Administration (FAA), 
it's unusual for a kite to fly more than 
150 feet above the surface of the earth. 
Indeed, if a kite goes any higher than 
this, the person flying it is required to 
alert the nearest air traffic control of- 
fice.

They were fascinated by the thing 
and went in to ask if there were any 
available. "They were completely out of 
the kites," said Mrs. Khatib. "But they 
gave them the design." 


Khatib showed the design to his son, 


who decided to try his hand at assem- 
bling the kite. 


"He showed me how to do It," Khatib 


said. "Then me and one of my friends 
put the kit together." 


According to Khatib, it took him and 


his friend one night and a day to as- 
semble the high-flying triangle. Basically 
all he used were several pieces of wood 
and a large sheet of plastic for the dia- 
mond-like shapes that form the wingspan 
of the kite. 


After that, all that was needed was 


some Elmer's glue and a few rubber 
bands. 


Though Khatib admitted that "just 


starting out" putting the kite together 
was confusing, "once you get the hang of 
it, it's ok." 


The finished kite resembles a giant 


tralnglc. Within the triangle are about 20 
individual figures, each with a piece of 
plastic glued around three sides of the 
structure. Seemingly, the wind blows 
against three sides of the plastic, proj- 
ecting the kite upward. It files "just like 
a box kite," said Khatib. 


WHEN THE KITE is launched, if you 


lean next to the nylon cord reel, you can 
hear the cord hum. It almost seems to 
sing with the force of the wind. Khatib 
has to wear gloves when he holds the 
kite down so the string doesn't burn his 
hands. 


Though Khatib is now odept at han- 


dling the kite, he wasn't always so 
skilled. 


"The first lime I took it out, I didn't 


know how to get it up," he said. He 
found out that someone has to hold the 
kite up over his head so that it can catch 
the wind before it will fly. 


Khatib's teachers were so impressed 


with the kite when he brought it in to 
show his art class, they decided to try 
to use it as a demonstration in the 
school's art and math classes. "We're 
hoping to combine it with the math class 
next year for a joint project," said 
Claudia Budny, Khatib's art teacher. 


Soon, Khatib's Sunday school class is 


planning a picnic to which he hopes to 
take the kite. 


After the summer, the kite will prob- 


ably be hung from the celling of the fam- 
ily garage. Just because summer Is over 
doesn't mean Khatib Is going to rest on 
his laurels, however. "We're thinking 
about making four big ones (tetrakites) 
and putting them together," he said.

She feels it might be 
hard getting accustomed to the Idea that 
she won't be facing a new class and pre- 
paring for a new year. To help the ad- 
justment, the Pennington's are sched- 
uling their vacation for September. 


Mrs. Carlson is toying with the idea of 


working with students through volunteer 
work next year. She says she isn': inter- 
ested in substitute teaching and if she 
was going to keep on teaching she would 
keep her present job. The Carlsons have 


a house in Wisconsin where they plan to 
spend a lot of time after she retires.

Both teachers have seen many changes

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The beaches of D-Day remembered 


Olaf Kolari and B-24 Liberator 'Swee' Pea II1. 


by JOE SVVICKARD 


The weather was bad, but an improve- 


ment over the past few days. There were 
light rains from a darkly overcast sky. 


Olaf Kolari and nine other men of the 


389th Bomber Group of the 8th Air Force 
had been in their cramped confines for 
six hours. Just prior to dawn U.S. Air 
Corps Capt. Kolari took his B-24 Liber- 
ator on Its first bomb run along Omaha 
Beach, Normandy. It was June 6, 1944 
and D-Day had begun. 


Kolari, 1020 N. Kaspar, Arlington 


Heights, was 25 years old and just one of 
the more than 2 million men who took 


part In the most massive Invasion in his- 
tory. 


His twin-engine bomer, with its 8,000- 


pound bomb load and 10-man crew, was 
just a speck in the sky filled with about 
2,500 Allied aircraft. 


Millions of men, machines, materiel, 


all in motion to breech Hitler's Fortress 
Europa. 


KOLARI RECALLED that June morn- 


Ing 29 years ago: "I knew it was coming. 
I had been up the day before and flew 
over Portsmouth and I saw the fleet as- 


- sembled." 


With that flight over the 4,000 massed 


ships, Kolari's D-Day began. 


"We were called in for briefing the 


night before. It was about 9 or 10 at 
night. From there, we went to our planes 
about midnight. We took off before dawn, 
I guess that was about 3 a.m." 


British and American planes took off 


and circled to form small groups, which 
orbited till joining with more planes to 
form still larger groups. The orbiting and 
joining continued until there was a mass 
of planes 2,500 strong crossing the Eng- 
lish channel. 


"We were glad to be getting the thing 


started. We knew there was a job to be 


done and we started to begin. I'd say we 
were enthusiastic about getting under- 
way," Kolari said. 


HE REMEMBERS looking out of his 


craft, "Swee' Pea II," and seeing "a 
bridge of ships stretching across the 
Channel from France to England. It was 
incredible, just a solid bridge of ships. 
That was the most outstanding thing I 
recall." 


At 5 a.m., GMT, the bombs stared fall- 


ing along the narrow beaches. The task 
was difficult. 


"It was overcast, and we couldn't see

Hofcrt said the village cannot refuse a

'Citizens' meet success in Chicago 


by NANCY COWGER 


Citizens for a Better Environment has 


found a receptive climate among the 
residents of the Chicago area since Its in- 
ception less than three years ago. The 
public gave CBE nearly a quarter mil- 
lion dollars in one year. 


But its reception has been polluted by 


complaints and an injunction ordering it 
to stop misrepresenting the use of the 
funds it collects. 


Residents of Hoffman Estates have 


complained about high pressure applied 
by its canvassers in seeking donations in 
the village. 


But CBE contests these charges. Its 


canvassers work because of concern for 
the environment, said Marc Anderson, 
executive director of CBE. The organiza- 
tion's solicitors are college students or 
recent college graduates, who arc "giv- 
ing up to six months of their earning 
power" to suppot anti-pollution organiza- 
tions and finance prosecution of com- 


panies or persons that pollute the en- 
vironment, he said. 


ANDERSON ALSO disputes claims 


that too much of the CBE contributions 
are spent on employes. 


The group, a charity listed with the Il- 


linois Attorney General's Office, began 
operations just over two years ago. 
About five weeks after it began seeking 
funds in door-to-door collections, the at- 
torney general's Charitable Trusts Divi- 
sion won an injunction against the firm, 


ordering it to stop misrepresenting the 
use to which the donations would be put. 


"They were stating the money they 


collected would be used to increase the 
staff of the Environmental Control Divi- 
sion of the attorney general's office," 
said Barbara Howcll, auditor of the 
Charitable Trusts Division. 


Since that time, the attorney general 


has received other complaints about 
CBE. "We're watching them," she

The beaches of D-Day remembered 


Olaf Kolari and B-24 Liberator 'Swee' Pea 


by JOE SWICKARD 


The weather was bad, but an improve- 


ment over the past few days. There were 
light rains from a darkly overcast sky. 


Olaf Kolari and nine other men of the 


389th Bomber Group of the 8th Air Force 
had been in their cramped confines for 
six hours. Just prior to dawn U.S. Air 
Corps Cnpt. Kolari took his B-24 Liber- 
ator on its first bomb run along Omaha 
Beach, Normandy. It was June 6, 1944 
and D-Day had begun. 


Kolari, 1020 N. Knspar, Arlington 


Heights, was 25 years old and just one of 
the more than 2 million men who took 


part In the most massive invasion in his- 
tory. 


His twin-engine bomer, with its 8,000- 


pound bomb load and 10-man crew, was 
just a speck in the sky filled with about 
2,500 Allied aircraft. 


Millions of men, machines, materiel, 


all in motion to breech Hitler's Fortress 
Europa. 


KOLARI RECALLED that June morn- 


ing 29 years ago: "I knew It was coming. 
I had been up the day before and flew 
over Portsmouth and I saw the fleet as- 
sembled." 


With that flight over the 4,000 massed 


ships, Kolari's D-Day began. 


"We were called In for briefing the 


night before. It was about 9 or 10 at 
night. From there, we went to our planes 
about midnight. We took off before dawn, 
I guess that was about 3 a.m." 


British and American planes took off 


and circled to form small groups, which 
orbited till joining with more planes to 
form still larger groups. The orbiting and 
Joining continued until there was a mass 
of planes 2,500 strong crossing the Eng- 
lish channel. 


"We were glad to be getting the thing 


started. We knew there was a job to be 


done and we started to begin. I'd say we 
were enthusiastic about getting under- 
way," Kolari said. 


HE REMEMBERS looking out of his 


craft, "Swee' Pea II," and seeing "a 
bridge of ships stretching across the 
Channel from France to England. It was 
incredible, just a solid bridge of ships. 
That was the most outstanding thing I 
recall." 


At 5 a.m., GMT, the bombs stared fall- 


ing along the narrow beaches. The task 
was difficult. 


"It was overcast, and we couldn't see

semble the high-flying triangle. Basically 
all lie used were several pieces nf wood 
and a largo sheet of plastic for the dia- 
mond-like shapes that form the wingspan 
of the kite. 


Alter that, all that was needed was 


«omo Elmer's glue and a few rubber 
bands. 


Though Khatlb admitted that "just 


starting out" putting the kite together 
was confusing, "once you get the hang of 
it. It's ok." 


The finished kite resembles n giant 


tralngle. Within the triangle are about 20 
individual figures, each with a piece of 
pla.xtic glued around three sides of the 
structure. Seemingly, the wind blows 
against three sides of the plastic, proj- 
ecting Ihe kite upward. It flies "just like 
a box kite." said Khatib. 


WIIKN TIIK KITK is launched, if you 


lean next to the nylon cord reel, you can 
hear the curd hum. It almost seems to 
sing with the force of the wind, Khatib 
has to wear gloves when he holds the 
kite down so the string doesn't burn his 
hands. 


Though Khntib is now adept at han- 


dling the kite, he wasn't always so 
skilled. 


"The first time I took It out, I didn't 


know how to get It up," he said. He 
found out that someone has to hold the 
kite up over his head so that it can catch 
the wind bcforu it will fly. 


Kliatib's teachers were so Impressed 


with the kite when he brought it in to 


show his art class, they decided to try 
to use it as a demonstration in the 
school's art and math classes. "We're 
hoping to combine It with the math class 
next year for n joint project," said 
Claudia Budny, Khatib's art teacher. 


Soon, Khatib's Sunday .school class is 


planning a picnic to which he hopes to 
take the kite. 


After the summer, the kite will prob- 


ably be hung from the ceiling of the fam- 
ily garage. Just because summer is over 
doesn't mean Khatib is going to rest on 
his laurels, however. "We're thinking 
about making four big ones (tctrakitcs) 
and putting them together," he said. 


According to Miss Budny, new and dif- 


ferent ways of doing things are not un- 
usual for Khatib. "Whatever he comes 
up with, lie comes up with some way-out 
way of doing It," she snid.

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The beaches of D-Day remembered 


Olaf Kolari and B-24 Liberator 'Swee' Pea II'. 


by JOE SWICKARD 


The weather was bad, but an improve- 


ment over the past few days. There were 
light rains from a darkly overcast sky. 


Olaf Kolari and nine other men of the 


389th Bomber Group of the 8th Air Force 
had been in their cramped confines for 
six hours. Just, prior to dawn U.S. Air 
Corps Capt. Kolari took his B-24 Liber- 
ator on Its first bomb run along Omaha 
Beach, Normandy. It was June 6, 1944 
and D-Day had begun. 


Kolari, 1029 N. Kaspar, Arlington 


Heights, was 25 years old and just one of 
the more than 2 million men who took 


part in the most massive Invasion in his- 
tory. 


His twin-engine bomer, with its 8,000- 


pound bomb load and 10-man crew, was 
just a speck in the sky filled with about 
2,500 Allied aircraft. 


Millions of men, machines, materiel, 


all in motion to breech Hitler's Fortress 
Europa. 


KOLARI RECALLED that June morn- 


Ing 29 years ago: "I knew it was coming. 
I had been up the day before and flew 
over Portsmouth and I saw the fleet as- 
sembled." 


With that flight over the 4,000 massed 


ships, Kolari's D-Day began. 


"We were called in for briefing the 


night before. It was about 9 or 10 at 
night. From there, we went to our planes 
about midnight. We took off before dawn, 
I guess that was about 3 a.m." 


British and American planes took off 


and circled to form small groups, which 
orbited till joining with more planes to 
form still larger groups. The orbiting and 
joining continued until there was a mass 
of planes 2,500 strong crossing the Eng- 
lish channel. 


"We were glad to be getting the thing 


started. We knew there was a job to be 


done and we started to begin. I'd say we 
were enthusiastic about getting under- 
way," Kolari said. 


HE REMEMBERS looking out of his 


craft, "Swee' Pea II," and seeing "a 
bridge of ships stretching across the 
Channel from France to England. It was 
incredible, just a solid bridge of ships. 
That was the most outstanding thing I 
recall." 


At 5 a.m., GMT, the bombs stared fall- 


ing along the narrow beaches. The task 
was difficult. 


"It was overcast, and we couldn't see

'Fired9 teacher sues to regain her position 


A Horsey High School English teacher 


has filed suit against High School Dlst. 
214 charging that her dismissal by the 
board of education was "arbitrary and 
capricious." 


The suit challenges the Illinois law that 


provides that school districts do not 
have to hold hearings before dismissing 
nontonurcd teachers. 


Dcbra Jill Lavln, a teacher now in her 


second year at I Jersey, was notified by 
the district in March along with 2G other 
nontcnurcd teachers that she would not 
be employed next year. 


In her suit, filed May 30 in Cook Coun- 


ty Circuit Court, Mrs. Lavin asks that 
she cither be reinstated by the school 
district for next year or that she be 
granted a hearing on the reasons for her 
dismissal. The district must file an an- 
swer to her charges by June 29. 


NEITHER MRS. LAVIN nor her attor- 


ney could be reached for comment on the 
case yesterday. However, Richard Chicr- 
ico, publicity chairman for the High 
School Dlst. 214 Education Association, 
sold the association will provide financial 
help In her suit. 


Chierico said association lenders had 


discussed the case with Mrs. Lavin and 
school administrators after the dismissal 
in March. In April, Mrs. Lavin sent a 
letter to the board asking that the dis- 
missal be rescinded and that her resigna- 
tion be accepted. The board refused to 
accept the resignation. 


"I think the fact that the board did not 


accept her resignation forced the situ- 
ation. They put her in a bad situation," 
Chierico said. 


In the March letter notifying Mrs. La- 


vin of the dismissal, district officials said 


it was because she did not exercise ma- 
ture professional judgment, did not fol- 
low district policy, did not give her stu- 
dents "proper opportunity for education- 
al development" and allowed "students 
to come and go from class during the 
Instruction period as they pleaso." 


IN THE LAWSUIT, Mrs. Lavin says 


the charges against her are "irrational 
and without basis in fact" and that the 
district unconstitutionally deprived her of 
due process of law by not granting a 
hearing on the charges. 


Al Franke, Dlst. 214 attorney, said Illi- 


nois law says the school district docs nut 
have to give nontenurcd teachers a hear- 
ing before they arc dismissed. The suit, 
he says, "is basically part of the idea 
that you can't get rid of a school teacher 
no matter how bad she is." 


Franke said past court cases in Illinois 


have upheld the law allowing school dis- 
tricts to dismiss nontenured teachers 
without a hearing. 


Generally a teacher is granted tenure 


or dismissed after serving two years as a 
probationary teacher.

The residents questioned why the Roll- 


ing Meadows sign ordinance setting the 
maximum height of signs at .10 feet and 
limiting the number of free standing 
.signs per development to one had been 
varied. 


Waldran explained many concessions 


had been made by Iwth sides in negotia- 
tions between Rolling Meadows and J.C. 
Penney representatives. "We xvere inter- 
ested in bringing in the sales tax revenue 
and we wanted them to stay in Rolling 
Meadows," said Waldron. 
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Stavrakas keeps the 60 questions he uses 
in the toped interviews confidential. 


The questions, he said, include class- 


room situations and queries to measure 
the applicant's background in education 
and to determine his goals. They are 
based on 12 themes that include, among 
others, empathy, individual perception, 
listening, innovation and objectivity. 


Stavrakas and Dlst. 21 Assistant Supt. 


John Barger attended a week-long work- 
shop at the University of Nebraska last 
November to learn how to Interpret the 
applicant's answers. 


"MY ONLY HOLE in this is as a 


trained listener," Stavrakas said. "I 
don't want psychologists calling me say- 
Ing that we're analyzing people because 
we're not," 


A lot of time is Involved in analyzing 


the interviews, Stavrakas said. He tries 
to see about five persons per day, which 
often means he has to work weekends to 
put together profiles on applicants. 


The profile of each person, along with 


the tape of his interview, goes to the 
principal of the school where the appli- 
cant hopes to teach. By reading the re- 
port and listening to the tape, Stavrakas 
said, the principal can got a good idea of 
whether or not the applicant would fit in 
with the rest of his staff. The principal 
makes the final decision to hire or not 
hire the applicant. 


Stavrakas 
feels the "Teacher Per- 


ccivcr" is the most efficient method of 
choosing the best instructors from the 
tremendous number of persons seeking 
jobs In Dist. 21. Since mid-December, he 
said he has used the technique to Inter- 
view over 200 applicants Interested in 
one of the 15 leaching positions that are 
available in the district. 


Each person who contacts Stavrukas is 


mailed a screening letter that contains 
five questions similar to those used In 
the interview. If the candidate responds* 
favorably to the letter, he is invited for 
un interview. 


"Tills Is really the first time we can 


objectively select people by using the 
same questions for everyone, but still 
look for certain qualities and be sensitive 
to feelings," Stavrnkas said of the pro- 
gram that will cost the district about 
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$2,000 over the next five years to Imple- 
ment. 


Stavrakas isn't new to personnel work. 


Before being named an administrative 
assistant this year, he served as princi- 
pal of Riley School in Arlington Heights 
for 114 years. Prior to that he Inter- 
viewed job applicants in School Dist. 25 
In Arlington Heights, where he was In 
charge of special education. 


Based on his experience, Stavrakas 


feels there are several advantages of us- 
ing the "Teacher Perceiver" instead of 
Interviewing in the usual way. For one 
thing, he said, he feels he gets to know 
each job candidate better. 


"IT'S A MORE PERSONAL way of in- 


terviewing," he said. "I really get to 
know the person because I don't have to 
sit here thinking about the next question 
I'm going to ask. I can listen more close- 
ly to what the applicant Is saying." 


Another advantage Is that Selective 


Research Inc., which developed 
the 


"Teacher Perceiver," will evaluate the 
performance of Instructors hired with the 
method over the next three years, he 
said. The evaluation also will give ad- 
ministrators information on what type of 
additional training teachers in the dis- 
trict might need to enable them to set up 
workshops if they're needed. 


Because he feels the "Teacher Per- 


ceiver" is the best way of Interviewing 
job applicants, Stavrakas said the meth- 
od makes his job a satisfying one. 


"If I have a mission (in education), it's 


that we treat every youngster as a sig- 
nificant human being, giving him the 
best we've got so that he can cope with 
things and be successful in life," he said. 
"One way of doing that is to select the 
very best kind of person for every child. 
The most significant person able to help 
a child is a good classroom teacher."
